DISCUSSION OVER TWO 
APPOINTMENTS. 


There were allegations of ‘‘ quick moving 
hy the Constitutional Group ” when the 
appointment ot two persons to the Dublin 
Board of Assistance was urged. Alderman 
Laurence O'Neill was first elected, and when 
the nomination of Miss O’Connor by the 
Dublin Trades Council was read, Mr. Briscoe, 
T.D., said that he knew before he came to 
the meeting that the name of Sir Thomas 
Robinson would be proposed. 

Immediately afterwarts Sir Thomas Robin- 
son was nominated, and in the discussion 
which followed it was pointed out that North 
Dublin only had one representative on the 
Dublin Assistance Board, which was con- 
sidered totally wrong. Appeals were made 
tc the Constitutional Group to withdraw Sir 
Thomas Robinson’s name, and the Lord 
Mayor said that the Corporation never 
turned down the Trades Council’s nominee. 

Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly proposed Mr, James 
Larkin, senior, who said that it was well 
known that certain people in the Corporation 
did not want anyone on the committee except 
he was amenable to direction. 

Alderman Hubbard Clark, supporting Mr. 
James Larkin’s name described the Labour 
Party as ‘‘ irresponsible’’ in the expenditure 
of money. This statement was hotly con 
tested from the Labour benches, but Mr. 
Clark replied that the Corporation should 
only send someone to that committee who 
would safeguard the finances. 

Miss O'Connor was eventually elected to 
the second position.

Che Heavy. Rainstorm. 


Last week's rainstorm is described by 
some of the oldest inhabitants to have 
been the worst experienced in Dublin 
within living memory. Actually, how- 
ever, Dublin was visited -by a much 
heavier downpour on Friday, August 25th, 
1905, which happened to be the last day 
of the Horse Show in that year. The 
rainstorm swept the East coast of Ireland, 
and the fall in some parts of Wicklow 
ranged from four to five inches in twenty- 
iour hours, while in Little Bray it rose. to 
over five inches. It rained for more than 
thirty hours, the total amount registered 
in Dublin for that period being 4.33 
inches, in Dundrum 4/71 inches, and in 
Little Bray 5.5 inches. Floods caused 
great destruction of property in Little 
Bray and the inhabitants of the lower- 
lving houses had to be rescued by boats. 
Many of the occupants hung from the 
upper windows of their flooded dwellings 
in a most perilous plight. _

A British ‘‘talkie’’ in which Miss Edna 
Best appears as the leading character would 
be welcomed at any time, but “ Beyond the 
Cities ” is a film which should bring large 
audiences to the Grafton Picture House, 
Dublin, this week, because of its excellent 
sting. perfect photography, and gripping 
story.

COLLECTION. 


FROM BRONZE AGE TO 
PENAL TIMES. 


HE National Museum, Dublin, recently 
i 8 has acquired various objects of anti- 
ifts and permanent loans. Mr. L. 8S. (iogan, 
eputy Keeper of Irish Antiquities, has 
kindly supplied particulars of some of the 
more interesting objects. 
primitive hand-churn of the size and shape of 
a small hand-basket, carved out of the solid 
wood (probably yew), save for the handle, 
which is let into raised circular sockets in the 
interiur. A portion of bog butter was found a 
short distance away, as also a slab of stone. 
one side of which was dressed. — The churn 
was taken from a bog at Eanach Mor, Gleann 
Fleisce, County Kerry. It was obtained for 
the National Collection by Seosamh 0 
Conchubhair, Inspector of National Schools, 
County Kerry. 

Very interesting is an enamelled bronze 
hook and escutcheon combined for a hanging- 
bowl, of eighth or ninth century date. The 
hook purtion is in the semblance of a bird 
with mouth open, the neck of which was de 
corated with panels of green enamel inlay, 
traces of which remain. The shoulder is de- 
corated with a double-contour chevron, which, 
like the spaces, is enamelled in yellow. The 
escutcheon was decorated with panels of inter- 
lacements, divided by a raised lozenge-shaped 
boss, with L-shaped panels of green and 
yellow mosaic-ename. or millefiori work, a 


It was found by Mr. John Doyle, of Ferns, on 
his farm, and was obtained for the National! 
Museum by the kind services.of Miss Lorna 
and Mr. H. T. Chapman, South Circular road, 
Dublin. 


CINERARY URN. 


Another contribution consists of fragments 
of an encrusted cinerary urn, discovered in a 
burial chamber at Cush Mountain, County 
Limerick, about eight years ago. Unsuccess- 
ful efforts were made to secure it at the time. 
Some fragments were saved by the Very Rev. 
Canon Begley, Mr. C. Cremin, of Cork, and 
Mr. O'Shaughnessy, of Kilfinnane, who have 
kindly presented them, thus enabling the type 
to be determined. A partially polished stone 
axe of early Neolithic type was discovered by 
Mr. John Farren, of Bray, in the spoil thrown 
up in the course of drainage operations at the 
junction of the Barrow and Bog Rivers. As 
a result of the vigilance of the officers in 
charge of these operations over sixty objects 
of archeological importance have been re- 
covered in recent years. In such work it is 
inevitable that some objects should escape 
notice, as the present example shows. It has 
been kindly presented by Mr. Farren. 

A highly polished white stone axe of the 
dolmen period (c. 2,000 B.c.) now acquired 
was found associated with another and larger 


lost, in County Galway. The circumstances 
of the discovery warrant the belief that the 
deposit was votive in character. 


COPPER PERIOD. 


A squared axe of shale, contemporaneous 
with the close oí the Copper Period, was 
found on a shore-site in County Clare. It 
has been presented by Mr. Hugh Lilburne, 
auditor and accountant, Limerick. ‘The axe 
is of a type peculiarly common in the Shan- 
non districts. A sandstone spindle-whor! 
from Cloghroe, Co. Corle has been presented 
iby Mr. David O'Leary. Another found at 
)Currygrane, Co, Longford, by the late Mr. J. 
J. Killane, T.D., has been presented by Mr 
Adrian Bligh, of Bri. 

There is a short copper dagger, with tang, 
having flanged edges, which was found at 
Kilnagarna, near Athlone, and is dateable to 
the first Bronze Period (c. 1800 B.C.). It 
has been secured for the National: Collection 
through the good offices of Micheál VU 
hEoghanain, O.8., Bray, and Mr. F. 
McLelland, of the Department of Education. 
The type, though rare in Ireland, is well re- 
presented in Britain (advanced round-barrow 
culture), and may be described as of im- 
mediate Danubian, but ultimate’ Iberian 
origin. 


BRONZE. 

A collection of objects, chiefly from 
Athlone district, including a socketed bronze 
axe of late Bronze Age date; a tanged jave- 
lin head of chert; hollow-base and _ leaf- 
shaped arrowheads of flint; primitive stone 
a a etc., has been lent by Mr. W. J.

Sean O'Sullivan, R.H.A., the well-known 
artist, has presented a small perforated whet- 
stone of rectangular shape, with rough de- 
coration now much blurred, found near 
Staigue Fort, Co. Kerry. From County 
Carlow comes a curious carved wooden pipe, 
with protruding iron bowl, decorated with in- 
laid twisted copper, in which also the letters 
J..K. (probably the owner's initials) arid the 
words REPEAL and TARA HALL are 
traced on the top and sides, respectively.

A LITERARY PUBLIC. 


The people of Belfast seem to be turning 
more and more to books, and the latest 
report of the Libraries, Museums and Art 
Committee shows that for the month of 
August there was a remarkable increase 
in the number of books issued compared 
with the same month last year. The actual 
figures are 114,300 and 84,918 respectivcly, 
an increase of 29,382. This popularity 
of reading can be traced to the ‘‘ open 
access’’ system which has been recently 
introduced at the lending section of 
central library. In connection 
with this plan 1,122 tickets were issued 
last month against 513 for August last 
year, while the daily average of books 
handed out was 1,231, compared with 682 
last year. 

The pvdlic’s taste does not incline 
altogether towards fiction ; for a large per- 
centage of the books issued’ deals with 
learned subjects. among which history, 
drama, travel and poetry take an im- 
portant place. Though the ‘‘ open access ”’ 
scheme certainly has been responsible for 
a portion of the marked increase in 
volumes issued, the real reason for the 
public’s zeal must be attributed to the 
atrocious weather which has kept them 
indoors and has forced them to get 
their most congenial indoor companion— 
the book. 


SPEED RECORDS. 


Stanley Woods, the Dublin racing motor 
cyclist, won the Ulster Grand Prix on 
Saturday in smashing style, setting up 
two new world’s records—winning the 
heavy class at an average speed of 86.67 
miles an hour and having a lap at 89.67 
miles per hour. Thus he places Ulster in 
the proud position of having staged the 
fastest road race in the world. Stanley 
Woods’s riding to the mere onlooker was 
a remarkable mixture of daring and skill, 
and the manner in which he just managed 
to escape disaster time oad again kept 
people’s hearts in their mouths; but not 
once did he ‘* come a cropper.' He always 
had an inch or so to spare. Yet, despite 
his almost reckless courage, Mr. Woods 
was only a little ahead of many other com- 
petitors. P. Hunt on a similar machine 
to Woods’s. came in third. with an average 
of 84.92 miles an hour, while G. E. Nott, 
who was second, went round at 85.86 miles 
per hour. In the 250c.c. Class E. Mitchell 
and (0. W. Johnston, both on similar 
machines, surprised everybody—them- 
selves included—by registering an average 
of 72.63 and 72.25 m.p.h. respectively. 

The race was a wonderful success from 
beginning to end. Huge crowds were 
present; there were no accidents of any 
kind, and records were smashed right, left 
and centre. The Ulster Motor Cycle Club, 
which is responsible for the race, is to be 
congratulated. 


SCHOOL CH!LDREN S HE, LTH. 


The Strabane and Castlederg Regional 
Education Committee have just had a very 
unsatisfactory report concerning the health 
of school children in their district.

The Committee are dis- 
turbed over this state of affairs, and 
realise, of course, that things must im- 
prove, and improve quickly, if their 
schools are to remain on a level with the 
other schools throughout the province.

The salaries of the 
Northern Civil Service were not interfered 
with, as they are subject to a sliding scale 
arrangement determined by the cost of living 
honus. It is, of course, not known vet if 
Mr. Snowden contemplates reducing these 
civil service salaries still further, but if eo. 
it is possible that the change will also apply 
in Northern Jreland. í 

Any increase in the. income tax, or re 
duction in the Income fax allowances. would 
apply to Northern taxpayers, and any 
mecrease in the tea, tobacco. ‘spirit and sugar 
duties also would be applicable to Northern 
lreland. 

Any reduction in the amount of unemploy- 
ment benefit in Great Britain also would 
apply| to Northern Ireland in view of the 
eaistence of the re-insurance agreement 
letween Great Britain and Northern Ireland.

FINANCIAL RELATIONS. 


The new situation will raise again discus- 
jon in the Northern Parliament in regard 
to the Imperial contribution and the Unem- 
ployment Fund, and the necessity for some 
pdjnstment in the financial relations between 
fireat Britain and Northern Ireland in tha 
light of recent experience Jt certainly seems

Is taking 
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ber of fish in the seas. Popular belief, 
and with it the practice of Governments, 
have run counter to Huxley, and to-day 
there are few waters in which one nation 
or another does not conserve substantial 
areas. Now a new theory, which gives 
a fortiori point to Huxley, and clashes 
sharply with the doctrine of conservation, 
has come to light. Dr. Harry M. Kyle, a 
Scottish marine biologist, says that, from 
thirty years’ experience, he believes most 
schemes of sea conservation to be harmful 
rather than beneficial. In other words, 
intensive fishing does greater good to a 
sea-fishing ground than restricted fishing. 
The idea is that, if fish, are left to breed 
unmolested, the sea is overcrowded and 
provides insufficient nourishment for its 
vast population. During the Great War, 
for example, when virtually no fishing 
took place in the North Atlantic, a cor- 
dition was formed that amounted to 
forced conservation. Statistics proved 
that during these years certain species of 
food fish had suffered a considerable de- 
About Heligoland, too, 
caused such a de- 


crease in size, 
wartime conservation 
crease in the average size of the fish that 
ten years of intensive fishing were re- 
quired to bring it back to normal. Among 
other species the effect was even more 
noticeable. There was actual depopula- 
tion; for the older fish monopolised the 
food supply, and the younger fish simply 
died off. Again, the number of enemy 
fish increased ; and the shortage of food 
involved slow maturity, which in its turn 
contributed to the general depopulation. 
Dr. Kyle's conclusions will give the 
fishery departments of the various Govern- 
ments much material for thought. 


Feathers and Fashion. 


The pendulum of female fashion has 
made a determined swing towards Victorian 
modes. Skirts are long again; the waist- 
line has reappeared ; the hat that perches 
itself above the wearer's ear has been 
seen. Soon, perhaps, will begin a new age 
of bugles, pattens, and that indeterminate 
material, known with sinister vagueness 
as ‘‘ stuff,” which strikes a familiar chord 
in every devotee of Thackeray and Dickens. 
These, however, are horrid fancies. There 
are .pleasanter relics of an earlier age 
which the pendulum has revived, and one 
of the most delightful is the cult of the 
ostrich feather.

MISS ENGLAND II. 
SKIDS AND SINKS. 


KAYE DON AND CREW 
UNINJURED.

DETROIT, Monday. 
AYE DON and his two mechanics had 
a fortunate escape from death to- 
night, when Miss England II. sank while 
taking part in the second heat of the race 
for the Harmsworth Trophy. 

Kaye Don swept across the starting line. 
slightly behind Miss America XI., but, in 
taking the second turn, half a mile from 
the start, the tremendous crowd of specta. 
tors gasped with horror as they saw the 
magnificent craft skid perilously and sink. 

Neither Kaye Don nor the crew of two 
men were injured. 

While tenders rushed out to Miss 
England, it was announced that there 
could be no race, as both Miss England 
and Miss America had crossed the starting 
line five seconds too soon. 

Thus both were automatically § dis- 
qualified. According to the rules of the 
race, disqualification in one heat debars 
the boat disqualified from competing in 
any further heats. Kaye Don is thus 
eliminated fr m this year’s race, and the 
Harmsworth Trophy must remain in 
America. 

Meanwhile Miss America VIII., America’s 
second boat, continued to race on, having 
passed the starting line a few seconds late. 

It transpires that Kaye Don and Garner 
and Platford, the two mechanics, were 
thrown out of Miss England amid clouds 


the bank. 

It was learned later that Miss England 
11. did not capsize, but, taking the wash 
of Miss America IX., tipped over on her 
side and filled with water. 
almost in front of Little Harbour. i 

Kaye Don won the first heat. yesterday, 
and he had only to pilot Miss England II.

Kave Don was apparently lured by the 
““grey fox,” Gar Wood, into disqualifica- 
tion through prematurely crossing the 
line, and then escaping death by the barest 
of margins. 

There was caustic comment on al} sides 
at Gar Wood’s cunning, which left Don 
the alternatives of hanging back and 
taking the dreaded wash from Miss 
America IX. on the early turns, or of 
trying to overhaul her immediately at the 
risk of crossing the starting line pre- 
maturely with her. 

Miss America VIII., which, piloted by 
George Wood, crossed the line seven seconds 
later, went round the course alone at an 
average speed of 60.872 m.p.h., thus 
technically winning the trophy on points. 

The British speed ‘‘ ace’”’ will, it 1s 
learned, go to Toronto. where he will 
attempt to break his own world “ record ”’ 
for the mile of 110 miles per hour on 
Thursday or Friday. 


LEAGUE ASSEMBLY’S 
PRESIDENT. 


M. TITULESCU AGAIN 
ELECTED. 


—

GENEVA, Monday. 

France won another victory, and the 
League established two new precedents by 
the election to-day of M. Titulescu, the 
Rumanian Minister in London, as Presi- 
dent of the twelfth session of the Assembly 
of the League of Nations. 

The whole weight of French influence 
was thrown into the scale on behalf of M. 
Titulescu, neverthe- 
less Count Appons!. 
Hungary's veteran 
deleyate, who still 
carried his eighty 
years with astonish- 
ing vigour, secured 
twenty-one votes, 
only four votes less 
than his rival. 

It is the first time 
in the annals of the 
League that the same 
person has been 
called upon to pre- 
side over the 
Assembly for a second 
term. It is also the first. time that a 
second delegate of any State—M. Ghika 
is the first Rumanian delegate—has been 
singled out for this great honour. 
The attendance at to-day’s 
session was distinctly lean, and _ pro- 
ceedings were somewhat devoid. of 
interest. The opening speech, by Senor 
Lerroux, who occupied the chair in the 
first place, reviewed the past vear's work. 
of the League, and appealed to the 
Governments represented to co-ordinate 
their efforts in the financial and economic 
domain. 

M. Titulescu sounded a clarion call to 
work, and the Assembly immediately set 
about the organising of the various com- 
missions, seven in number, which will 
deal with the divergent activities of the 
League. 

LONG ARGUMENT. 

Greek met Bulgar before the Council of 
the League this afternoon. when M. 
Venizelos and M. Malinoff, for over four 
hours, argued and wrangled over the 
reparations terms and payments to 
refugees, until Solomon himself might 
have had good excuse for being confused 
as to the real issue. 

It was a remarkable exhibition of the 
subtleties of Balkan statecraft, not the 
least interesting feature of which was the 
manner in which both speakers constantly 
referred to each other as ' my dear 
colleague,’’ while protesting their anxiety 
to come to a friendly understanding over 
all the thousand and one points at issue 
between the two Governments. 


A SHOWER BATH. 

One amusing incident nearly brought 
M. Venizelos’s eloquence to an abrupt 
termination early in the proceedings. A 
woman secretary, in passing, knocked his 
arm as he-was taking a sip from a glass 
of water and gave him a cold shower 
bath. For the rest of the proceedings M. 
Venizelos wore an overcoat, whilst his 
write locks were hidden under a black 
silk bonnet. M. Briand does not claim to 
be a Solomon, and he frankly confessed 
he would take his time to consider the 
arguments while trving to bring about a 
direct understanding between the two 
parties. :

UNLOCKING THE LOCK. 

The Prime Minister referred to the 
changes that had taken place since they 
last met, and said—‘‘ The great discovery, 
I think, which we made in those previous 
Conferences was that until we put our- 
selves in each other's shoes we could find 
no key to unlock the very complicated lock 
of Indian problems; but as soon as you 
had the imagination to think of yourselves 
as us, and we had the imagination, on the 
other hand, to think of ourselves as you, 
we began to find that the key which we put 
into this intricate lock began to work in a 
very admirable and successful way. 

“ Let us go back to that. Let us begin 
these deliberations in the same way as we

REBELS SURRENDER 
AFTER BOMBING. 


HUNDRED CASUALTIES 
ON LAND.

SANTIAGO DE CHILE, Monday 
HILE is “ Mafficking ” to-day, follow- 
ing the official news that the Govern- 
ment’s ‘‘ war’ against its own fleet, which 
has been in the hands of mutinous sailors 
for six days, has been brought to an end. 

In Santiago huge crowds aré running 
through the streets, loudly cheering 
members of the Government and leaders 
of the Army and Air Force, 

The end of the revolt came quickly— 
only fifteen minutes after the Government 
bombing ‘planes had started to let loose 
a rr hail of explosives upon the 
mutinous warships and submarines—many 
of them British-built—off the coast at 
Coquimbo. Among the battleships damaged 
in the bombardment was the Tyne-built 
armoured cruiser General O’ Higgins. Fire 
broke out on board this vessel. but it was 
quickly got under contro] by the crew. 


SAILORS SWIM ASHORE. 


The battleship Almirante Latorre was 
also hit, but she flashed back a reply from 
her anti-aircraft guns and struck one of 
the attacking ‘planes. 

Another bomb hit the submarine H. 4. 
The crew succeeded in swimming to the 
shore, where they surrendered. 

As the bombardment proceeded the 
population of Coquimbo lined the shore 
and cheered wildly, while panic-stricken 
sailors leaped overboard and swam to the 
shore. . 

Admiral Campos, the commanding officer 
of the fleet, was released by the rebels 
with several of the other officers who had 
been thrown into irons. The surrender of 
the battleship Almirante Latorre (also 


was announced that all the mutineers had 
surrendered unconditionally. The Govern- 
ment later stated that the General 
O'Higgins had put out to sea in order to 
surrender at Valparaiso. 

WHITE FLAG RUSE. 

A hundred rebels were killed or wounded 
during the fighting at Talcahuano before 
that naval base was recaptured. The 
losses of the Government troops are stated 
to have been slight. Many furious assaults 
were made on the fortifications before 
they were retaken from the coast defence 
troops, who had gone over to the naval 
mutineers. 

The destroyer Almirante Riveros tried 
to help the rebels by advancing near the 
shore under the protection of a white flag. 
Lovalist troops thought the vessel was 
going to surrender, but it suddenly lowered 
its white flag and began firing on them. 
Its fire was returned with interest, and 
the make-believe surrender soon became 
fact. 

The rising of the Fleet was chiefly due 
to proposed reductions in pay. Two Com- 
munists are stated to have been among 
the rebel ringleaders, who had apparently 
persuaded the sailors that their action 
would be supported by the land and air 


forces. 


MR. SNOWDEN’S NEW 
BUDGET. _ 


PROBABLE SOURCES OF 
INCREASED REVENUE. 


Mr. Snowden’s Budget statement will be 
made in Committee of Wavs and Means on 
Thursday. It is estimated that in present 
circumstances the current year’s Budget is 
faced With the prospect of a deficit of about 
£50,000.000 on March 31 next. The May 
Committee estimated a prospective deficit 
on the next Budget (financial year 1932-33) 
of about £120,000,000. 

The main sources of tax revenue 
Income tax, surtax, death. duties, 
tobacco, spirits. oi] and sugar. 

No change in the standard rate of income 
tax (4s. 6d. in the £1) is expected, but it 
will not be surprising if the Chancellor 
seeks to increase the revenue from income 
tax by modifying the scale of allowances 
and deductions. The surtax scales may be 
revised, but it is suggested that if the 
Chancellor increases the burden on super- 
taxpayers the new rates will not be imme- 
diately operative. 

Beer, which contributes £75.000,000 to 
the revenue; tobacco, which yields 
£61,600.000; and petrol and other oils, 
which bring in over £24.000,000, are re- 
garded as certainties among the subjects 
for increased taxation. 

The revenue from spirits is declining 
steadily, and this consideration may pre- 
vent an increase in the spirit duty. Wines, 
however, which at present contribute only 
£4,000,000 to the revenue, will probably 
be called on to pay more.

Yesterday morning the'Emergency Com- 
mittee, consisting of members of the 
Corporation and other public representa- 
tives, met in the Oak Room at the Mansion 
House -the Lord Mavor presiding. 

It was announced that a further sum of

The Lord Mayor stated that on Sunday 
evening he had inspected very carefully 
every house in the afflicted areas. He was 
appalled at the damage that had been 
done. It was much worse than he had 
expected to see. With the furniture and 
personal property of the householders 


there was upwards of £20,000 of damage. 
ASSESSING THE NEEDS. 


At the moment, however, the Committee 
was only considering urgent requirements 
of the people and their families. If the 
public responded as he anticipated to the 
Committee's appeal the Committee, after 
paving for the beds, bedding and coal, and 
stocking the family larders, would make 
efforts to distribute any surp'us in 
proportion to the individual damage 
sustained. 

The Committee, after the meeting, 
divided into sections of three and pro- 
ceeded by motor car to examine the various 
areas and assess the needs of the people, 
while the Lord Mayor undertook to pro- 
vide within a few hours’ notice what would 
be required in the way of beds, bedding 
and coal He was occupied until the hour 
of the Rotary Club luncheon, at which he 
made an appeal for subscriptions from 
the business men of the city. The Lord 
Mayor also examined tenders from a 
number of firms for the supply of Irish- 
made blankets, mattresses and other 
bedding to be dispatched at short notice in 
parcels to the damaged homes. 


AN ALL-DAY SITTING.

THE PRESIDENTS ADDRESS. 


Mr. Havday, in his Presidential address, 
said that the Congress met under conditions 
o. unparalleled disorder in the economic life 
of the world, and he went on :—*‘ Political 
and financial influences of a sinister char- 
acter, working behind the scenes, have taken 
advantage of the difficulties arising from the 
policy pursued by private banking interests, 
which are not subject to any public control, 
to dictate to the British Government and 
people a fundamental change in national 
policy. Secret forces have broken the Labour 
Government. These same forces have created 
a new Government, without the authority of 
Parliament or the people, by methods equiva- 
lent to dictatorship. 

“The policy of the new Government has 
likewise been dictated in the form of a pro- 
gramme of economy ‘cuts.’ which will 
penalise the unemployed by reducing benefits, 
will injure the workers in local and national 
public service by lowering wages, will open 
the door to a direct attack upon the wages 
and conditions of labour in industry gener- 


aily, and wili lead to a wholesale degrada- ! 


tion of the people’s standard of life, and a 
grave impairment of the efficiency of the 
social services established for their protec- 
tion. 


A FINANCTIER’S REVOLUTION. 

**Politieal parties, with the exception of 
our own, have come under the dominance of 
finance along with the Government of the 
day.

UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFITS. 


_ “The present crisis in trade and industry 
is being used to enforce a demand for the 
lowering of wage standards, the worsening 
of conditions of employment, and the restric- 
tion of expenditure on our social services. 
To us there is no doubt as to the meaning 
of the demand for a reduction in unemploy- 
ment insurance benefits. Jt is a matter of 
the gravest significance that behind the 
scenes, where the destruction of the Labour 
Government was planned, the one inescapable 
demand which the Labour Cabinet was re- 
quired to meet was the reduction of un- 
employment benefits. No other proposal— 
no alternative plan that the Labour Cabinet 
could have formulated—would have heen 
accented as an alternative to this demand. 

“We are unalterably opposed to the policy 
and to the point of view represented in the 
present Government. We will be no party to 
any attempt to reduce the real wages of the 
workers, either directly or indirectly. There 
Is no justification for it in respect of ability 
to produce and to organise economic re- 
sources. 

“We are fortified in our resistance to 
wage-cutting by the fact that there has been 
no material alteration in the proportion of 
the national income taken bv the workers in 
the form of wages. Our policy of resistance 
extends to the national scheme of Unemploy- 
ment Insurance. It is a safeguard of the 
workers in employment, as well as an essen- 
tial provision for the unemployed. to save 
them and their dependants from the worst 
hardships and privations. These are reasons 
why our movement is united in resistance to 
proposals the effect of which would be to 
worsen the conditions under which the un- 
employed draw benefits from the fund. 


THE MAY REPORT. 


** We rejected the recommendations of the 
Interim Report of the Royal Commission on 
Unemployment Insurance. Nothing has been 
revealed to us concerning the causes of the 
financial crisis to induce us to alter our views. 
We will not, if we can prevent it, permit the 
scheme to be altered in any way that will 
inflict hardship or jnjustice upon a single 
unemployed worker or on the dependant of 
an unemployed worker. 

“It is our view that the financial crisis 
was engineered, not simply to bring about a 
balancing of the Budget, but to balance the 
Insurance Fund. We have urged that the 
real problem of providing benefits on an 
adequate scale of maintenance for the un 
employed cannot he solved on the basis of 
an insurance system. It has become neces- 
sary to replace the present scheme by a State 
scheme of unemployment benefit, pavable out 
of the national revenue, provided by means 
of @ tax or levy on all incomes, earned and 
unearned. 

-“ The trade unions must ensure the con- 
tinued existence of the system of maintenance 
for the unemployed on the widest possible 
basis, This can be done only upon the lines 
of the proposal placed before the Royal Com- 
mission by the General Council. i 

““ No demand for ‘ cuts’ can he conceded, 
having regard to the resources of the nation, 
to jts invested capital, its balance of trade. 
its volume of output, and its commercial 
importance in the life of the world. 

‘We look to the possibility of inter 
national co-operation in the effort to solve 
the problems, including the question of re- 
parations and war debts, that so adversely 
affect the world’s industry and trade.”

The nervous- 
ness was primarily due to the fact that 
London houses had borrowed a great deal 
from France and the United States and had 
re-lent a very large proportion of that monev 
and the Central European 
countries. If anything could have alarmed 
foreign investors as to the stability of British 
credit it was the campaign which was carried 
on in this country, not for weeks, but indeed 
over months, representing this country as 
rapidly approaching insolvency. The Prime 
Minister himself had described that propa- 
ganda as disgraceful, and disgraceful it was, 
both from the standpoint of the national 
interest and from the practical standpoint of 
trving to meet the acute difficulty which had 
arisen, 

The purpose of this propaganda, he said, 
was mainly directed towards our unemploy- 
ment provision. The statement was reiterated 
that we had taken on a burden under that 
unemployment provision which was gradually, 
but surely, impairing the financial stability of 
this country. Those of us who live in Great 
Britain and are more intimately acquainted 
with the national finauce know perfectly well 
that that statement is not true. and that we 
have not reached that stage when it is im- 
possible from the “aceumulated earnings of 
this country to niaintain the anemployed in 
at least the meagre standards of comfort with 
which they are provided. 


THE ECONOMY COMMITTEE. 
There was a second factor which seems to 
almost inexplicable. Here was a 
when caution was required, and 
Bank of England, for the first 
time in its history, was compelled to resort 
fo foreign nations for temporary credit.

We 
heard a general statement, devoid of ail 
specific references of any kind—a statement 
which told us about financial difficulties, but 
which told ns nothing more than we had 
already seen in the columns of the Press. 

Mr. ‘Citrine, continuing, said that they 
heard a statement about the necessity for 
balancing the Budget, which could only le 
done by two methods. A hint was thrown eut 
that new taxation would be necessary, and the 
vague term ‘equality of sacrifice ” was used. 


** DISASTROUS.” 


Mr. Citrine then told of Mr. Snowden’s 
explanation of proposed economies, and that 


place only a half of the deficit would be 
covered, and he intimated that there would 
have to be increased taxalion, based on the 
principle of equality of sacrifice. Mr. Snowden 
was questioned as to how that principle would 
be operated and in what way the revenue 
would be raised, but he refused to disclose 
anything of that character. 

The General Council, Mr. Citrine said, re- 
tired, and for four hours were deliberating 
upon what we had heard. ‘The _ fact 
that stood out in our minds was that 
so far as we could see a reduction in salaries, 
a curtailment in unemployment benefit, 
and ‘cuts’ of one kind and another were 
almost certain to take place, and, secondly. 
we were faced with a position either of 
accepting or rejecting the general programme 
of ‘cuts’ and leaving to trust the operation 
of the principal of equality of sacrifice lor 
other sections of the community. 

“AVe wanted to assist the Government, 
and not embarrass them more than they 
were obviously embarrassed at the moment, 
but we felt that the proposals were economi- 
cally disastrous. It was impossible to sub- 
scribe to them. It was not lack of moral 
courage, but we were faced with a policy 
that we have been fighting for years, and 
which we knew was economically disastrous, 
We could not subscribe to it—a policy of 
contraction and deflation. Deflation must 
lead us on to economic disaster.” (Cheers.) 


TARIFF PROBLEM. 


Mr. Citrine added that in the few hours 
at their disposal they put forward a con- 
structive policy as an aljternative. “We 
debated,”’ w said, “as to whether we should 
put forward a proposal for a revenue tariff. 
We understood that the Cabinet themselves 
had been considering a similar proposal, and 
we thought the circumstances were such that 
an expression of opinion from ourselves 
should be at least canvassed inside our own 
Council. We came to the conclusion that, 
having regard to the previous commitments 
that the Congress had entered into, we could 
not take the risk of putting forward a pro- 
posal that had not been adopted in the 
(Congress. 

Mr. Citrine related how later they saw 
the Cabinet and put their alternative pro- 
posals before them. Mr. Snowden was the 
spokesman, and, in reply, said, in effect :— 
“You do not know how serious the problem 
is. We firmly believe that, if the sterling 
collapses, or the pound suddenly depreciates, 
yon will have chaos and ruin in this country, 
and not wunemplovment figures of five 
millions. but ten millions.” 

Mr. Citrine, commenting on this, said :— 
'“Eome of us thought then that at least 
two of the Cabinet had made up their minds, 
We knew that they were being driven by 
forees which every man. in this Congress 
knows were being used, and we said that 
we were not going to be a party to it. 
(Cheers.) All of us on this platform are 
convinced that the present crisis is only in 
itself a symptom, the effect of causes which 
will remain when temporary expedients are 


the beginning of a process which inevitably 
must take place if the Budget is to be 
balanced next year. Those who have been 
watching will have seen that alréady the 
process of cutting down wages in ‘industry 
generally is talked about, and the mania for 
municipal life has gained 
gronnd.'” (Cheers.) 

The action of the General Council as out- 
lined by Mr. Citrine was unanimously 


approved, and Congress adjourned until to- | 


day, 


RAIL’ WORKERS’ 
POSITION. 


‘THE "THREAT OF 
“DISMISSAL. 


DISCUSSION BY DUBLIN 
CORPORATION. 


of the Great Southern Railways, who 
are under threat of dismissal, was 
raised at the Dublin Corporation meeting last 

ight, when Mr. M. O'Sullivan moved a 
motion on the matter. He said that the dis- 
missals of large numbers of Dublin citizens 
and the grave possibility of further burdens 
created serious alarm, and the responsibility 
for this deplorable position must primarily. be 
borne by the Government in knowingly per- 
mitt:ng an irregular and disorganised system 
of transport to operate with ruinous effects to 
the country generally. 

Irish transport needed effective co-ordination 
to remove the present chaos. The Govern- 
ment stood by and did nothing while the rail- 
ways, which employed thirteen thousand 
men and paid two million pounds each year 
in wages, were allowed to be ruined. Dublin 
City stood to lose over £730,000, paid in 
wages and spent here, as well as £14,000 paid 
in rates. The railway company, he said, had 
decided to cut down existing staffs by one- 
fifth, The J.0,C. apd Messrs, John Wallis 
and Sons, both owned by the company, were 
undercutting the railway company, which had 
to make up the deficit. ’Bnses were being 
ron at a loss. Having two parallel systems in 
their present form was not in the best 
interests of any service. Legislation was 
needed to bring order out of the present 
chaos. If there was any body of men who 
contributed their quota towards the national 
struggle it was the railway men in Ireland, 
and jt was a poor compliment to the present 
(Government to allow their employment to sink 
beneath their feet. 


STATE CONTROL. 


Alderman Lawlor, seconding, said the only 
solution was that the Government take over 
and run all forms of transport for the citizens. 

Mr. J. Larkin, senior, said that when the 
present Government came into power there 
were 17,000 railway men in the Free State; 
now there were 11,000. 

Alderman Clarke objected to the Covern- 
ment being made the Aunt Sally of any 
trouble. whether local or national. 

Mr. Briscoe, T.D., said they must be ready 
to meet the situation so long as the chosen 
Government was allowed to remain in office. 
The alternative Government, if elected, would 
remove all those disabilities from which the 
country now suffers. 

Mr. P. Belton, when speaking, was challenged 
by Mr. J. Larkin, senior, on a statement that 
Soviet Russia was dumping in Ireland, and 
there was some cross-firing for a time. Mr. 
Belton said the whole world was aware of 
this dumping, aud Ireland was suffering 
seriously. 

There were heated exchanges between Mr. 
Briscoe and Mr. Belton, and at ten o clock 
the meeting adjourned sine die.

Protestant Churches to be selected by the 
heads of those bodies to serve on an advising 
committee when religious matters are in dis- 
cussion. 

Lhe United. Committee, at a meeting over 
which the Bishop of Clogher presided con 
sidered the corresp-neence, and he following 


resolution, moved by the Verv Rev. the | 


Dean of Derry, and seconded by Dr. $. E. A. 
Acheson, was passed nem con :— 

‘That we cannot accept the pro- 
posal contained in the Prime Minis- 
ter’s letter of Julv 31st, and refer 
the matter for decision to the 
Supreme Courts of the Protestant 
Churches.” 

GOVERNMENT’S CONCESSION. 

The correspondence opens with a letter 
from the Rev. W. Corkey, M.A. asking for 
further information, and the Prime Minister 
replied stating that he regretted that the 
Committee regarded the decision of the. Go- 
vernment as a mere proposal, He added :— 

“The Government, while mot admitting 
that there has Loen any neglect to make 
proper provisions for the religious teaching 
and moral and spiritual life of the students 


In training, has taken account of the fears 
of vour committee that the training in these 
respects may not be in accord with the views 
of the churches you represent, and in order 
that there should Le no deubt upon the ques 
tion, the Government has made the con 
cession conveyed to you in my previous letter. 
This concession is designed to ensure that 
the religious training of the teachers of the 
elementary schools shall be acceptable to the 
churches. It does not give the representa- 


tives of the churches any share in the general 


administration of the College. 

“ The demand now made goes far beyond 
the original request for the safeguarding of 
religious instruction in our elementary 
schools. It is that the representatives of the 
churches should share in the general adminis- 
tration of the College, particularly as _ re- 


gards the appointment of the staff and 
teachers, as well as in the selection of 
students for admission to training.” 

In conclusion, Lord Craigavon suggests 
that, should the Committee require any 


further explanation, thev should write direct 
to the convener of the Stranmillis Manage- | 
meat Committee, Mr. J. H. Robb, K.C, 


FOUR CONDEMNATIONS. 


The final letter from the Committee to the 
Prime Minister says :—‘ Your Lerdship has 
not given any reasons which, in the opinion 
of the Committee, justifies the Government in 
(1) violating its pledged word; (2) going back 
on the fundamental principle of the Amend- 
ment Act, 1950; (3) failing to provide for the 
traintng of teachers for voluntary schools, and 
(4) proposing an arrangement which depends 
for its success on a satisfactory division 
between what is secular and what is sacred in 
education. Taking into account all the 
circumstances and the widely different 
character of the Government’s present pro- 
posal as compared with what was originally 
promised by the Government and accepted by 
the Churches, the United Education Com- 
mitted is unable to accept the proposals now 
made by the Cabinet; and, since the issues 
involved seriously affect the Protestunt cause 
in Ulster, have decided .to refer the matter 
to the Supreme Courts of the Protestant 
Churches. 


COMMITTEE “ AMAZED.” 

“The Committee is amazed to find in your 
Lordship’s letter a statement that: ‘ The 
demand now made goes’ far beyond the 
original request,’ and must, in the interests of 
fair play, enter an emphatic protest. If your

HIRTY-ONE in the first, and forty-two 
i in the second round of the Irish Upen 

Amateur Champjonship made up the list 
of matches for the day, and, there being only 
half-a-dozen seratchings,. we had a regular 
surfeit of it from 9 o’clock to 3.55, with only 
a break of an hour at noon. 

It was an intensely interesting day's golf, 
with incident crowding on incident, and «2 
defeat of more than one much-fancied candi- 
date for the title, which William Sutton won 
last year at Portmarnock. 

THE BIGGEST SURPRISE. 

We had also a hole in one, which in itself 
was rather an unusual occurrence in an Irish 
championship. But, from the Irish golfers 
way of looking at things, perhaps the defeat 
of Dr. MacCormack by “M. McQuaid’’—a 
name which hides the identity of a player 
who plays high up in the Irish international 
teams—by the margin of 4 and 3 over. 
shadowed all else. Then came the overthrow 
of H, G. Bentley, a well-known young 
Lancashire player, and the defeat of the 
captain of the Scottish team; W. Talloch, by 
J. C, Dykes, the Scottish Rugby iic:- 
nationalist. The narrowness of the victor? 
of Major Hezlet in his first match with C. P. 
Coote, of Cork, who has a club handicap oí 
six, brought the former Irish champion to the 
nineteenth, where the latter was, perhaps, for- 
tunate to get through, owing to the Corkman 
socketting his mashie to the tie hole, which he 
ought to have at least halved.

There was no better golf played in the first 
round than “ McQuaid’s.” That he was 
singularly fortunate to deprive MacCormack 
of the first hole was alpidiie to all who 
watched the play. Most golfers in a posi- 
tion like that in which ‘* McQuaid”’ found 
himself—stuck high up in the broken ground 
in the hill from a pulled drive, and having 
to hack his way on to the ninth fairway— 
would have given up all hope of the hole, 
particularly as the other man’s ball was right 
down the middle, but '' McQuaid’’ was not 
unmindful of the golfing maxim that “a hole 
is never jost until it is won,” and he literally 
snatched a 4 in five, MacCormack missing a 
putt of a little more than a yard. 
MacCormack would be more than human 
if he was not considerably disappointed at 
not winning the hole. hen “ McQuaid ” 
proceeded to get a splendid 3.at the second, 
where it became evident that he was right 
on to his putting. As a matter of fact, his 
golf was very high-class, and he won four 
of the first five holes He turned with a Jead 
of 4, having required but 34 strokes. The 
critica! hole was the thirteenth, where 
McCormack played a grand drive, but badly 
cut his iron shot, and eventually slipped a 
short putt for the half in 6. Although 
‘McQuaid ” played the hole, perhaps, worse 
than himself, had the Grange player won 
that hole the match would have been 
extremely interesting, as he had got one back 
at the twelfth, and had the fourteenth in 
five, but instead of being 2 down at the 
fourteenth he was 3, and from that point 
there was no doubt as to the result. 
BURKE FAVOURITE. 

At the auction on the championship John 
Burke, the irish Close Champion, 
£69, thus becoming a most pronounced 
favourite His opponent in the second round 
was a youth named J. McCaherty, of Bal- 
moral, who recently leaped into fame y 
winning the Ulster Motor Rally. 
6 handicap at Balmoral, but he made a very 
good fight of it up to a point. He played 
some holes right well on the way out, and 
when they drove to the tenth the Lahinch 
man had <Iittle to spare. It was 
merely a two holes lead, but from the 
tenth Burke’s grip on the match tightened, 
and, taking the eleventh, twelfth, and 
thirteenth, he was then 4 up with 5 to play, 
which completely broke the resistance a the 
young fellow. 

Not many of the big field played more 
convincing golf than the Scottish 
tioualist, J. D. Stevenson, of Troon, St. 
Neddans, whose father resided for a number 
of years in Dublin, and one of whose 
brothers, a most promising golfer, was born 
in Dublin, and may one of these days come 
into the glare of the international limelight. - 

Stevenson's opponent was I. Lascelles, 
who eariy on had it borne on him that he 
would have to open out his shoulders to keep 
up with the Scot. The latter drove ‘ight 
into the sea from the first tee, but his third 
was a great one, and he was up at the hole 
with his brassey. With the second ball he 
had a ó, but the penalty made it a half in 5. 
From that onward, however, Stevenson made 
not the slightest error. He took the 
leal with a 3 at the second, and 
sailing along merrily he reacheil 
the turn with the commanding lead 
cf four, and won hy 5 and 4. They played on, 
and when they left off at the seventeenth he 
wanted a five for a seventy-one, which was 
really excellent going. 

AN EXCITING FINISH. 

The quality of Major Hezlett’s golf in his 
first match made it obvious that he was 
nothing like his old self. There was never 
much between them, and the finish was ex- 
citing enough tor anything. They came to 
the home hele all square, and Coote made a 
putt of a couple of yards for the match, but 
they went on to the tie hole, where Hezlett 
«A his brassey. The ball, however, went 
a long way down the middle, and, with Coote 
socketting his mashie badly, Major Hezlett 
won the hole, to be beaten in the next round 
by R. Neill, of Glasgow, by 4 and 2. 

One of the remarkable achievements of the 
day was that of Dr. J. A. Neilan, a member 
of the Roval and Ancient Club, who, in his 
outward half against A. T. McAuley, of 


i Bangor, succeeded in winniritx every hole 
except the eivrhth, and won by 8 7. 


COMMITTEE CALLED OUT. 

The distinctly unorthodox happening of 
the Biome time Committee being called 
out from the clubhouse premises to a point 
on the course to decide upon a technicality 
was one of the many little happenings of 
interest. Campbell, after being two -up, 
with four to play, found himself level with 
W. B. J. Armstrong, who plays second for 
Dublin University. at the end of the stipu- 
lated eighteen holes.

PROBABLE ACQUISITION BY 


CORPORATION. 

The ‘‘Cannon Plot’’ at Kingsbridge, which 
was advertised recently for Jetting by the 
Board of Works, was the subject of discus- 
sions at last night’s meeting of the Dublin 
Corporation. 

Alderman Hubbard Clark said the proposi- 
tion was so outrageous that he could not 
believe any member of the Government agres- 
ing to it. The plot should be preserved as 
an open space, of which there were all tou 
few in the city. The British Government 
never interfered with the plot, and there was 
no reason for interference now. : 

The City Manager said that the Housing 
Committee had reguested the Board of Public 
Works to safeguard the plot, but the Secre- 
tarv to the Public Works, in reply, said that 
if the Corporation wanted it kept as an open 
space they could lease it from the State. 

Councillor Gately, asking the Council to 
reject the motion, said it was not a public 
plot, and the only one who went there did 
so to clean up the old cannon balls. He 
wanted the plot added to the roadway to 
relieve traftic congestion. 

Councillor J. Larkin, senior—What is 
happening to the Constitutional Party; they 
have been plotting all along, and now they 
are splitting on a plot? 

It was decided that the Corporation 
negotiate with the Public Works Board for 
free acquisition of the plot.

POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY. 


MOULTING. ' 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 

Irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 

says “— 

During our rambles through the country we 
have noticed many hens in full moult, 
and this rather surprised us, as the cold, 
wet season has retarded moulting con- 
siderably; but it is likely that these 
birds have had the shelter and warmth 
of tarm buildings, besides being in- 
sufficiently fed. We should try and keep 
the moult away as long as possible, so 
as to have plenty of egys till the young 
birds commence. This can be done hy 
keeping up good feeding with free range. 
Hens that are in moult should be looked 
after te see that they are not depressed 
by it ‘Those running about through the 
fields seldom require much attention, but 
birds ir confinement or showing any 
delicacy may need special nourishing 
feeding. H they are moping about, 
appearing ‘out of soits,” they should 
be kept in a warm place, and above all 
things protected from wet.
